Brezhnev, Tito in Accord 


On Voluntary Cooperation

EELGRADE, Nov. 17 (N¥YT).— 
Soviet Communist party leader 
Leonid Brezhnev concluded three 
days of talks with Yugos‘avia'’s 
President Tito today, leaving the 
Impression that their two coun- 
tries are on the closest terms in 
many years. 

The two leaders reiterated long- 
standing ideological differences 
between their two countries, but 
esr2rted that these should be no 
tar to effective political and 
econcmic cocperation on a “com- 
radely and voluntary” basis. 

A communiqué issued by Mr. 
Brezhnev and Mr. Tito om the 
former's departure for Moscow 
ciseicsed little more than the gen- 
eral lines of their talks, and a 
spokesman said later thet details 
would be worked out in subse 
quent discussions. 

But the communique strongly 
hinted at a general rapproche- 
ment. not only in relations be- 
tween the Soviet Union and 
Yugoslavia. but between Moscow 
and the entire socalied non- 
aligned group cf nations, οἱ 
which Yugoslavia is a prominent 
member. 

It spoke repeatedly of partner- 
ship of “nonaligned, Socialist and 
progressive” nations in the com- 
mon struggle against “imperial- 
isa] and colunialism.™” 

_ The statement also seemed to 
imply more active future con- 
Sultations between Moscow and 
Belgrade on foreign policy ques- 
tions, and closer relations for 
Yugoslavia with Comecon, the 
Soviet-led economic blac.

Study Finds Pluto 
May Be Smaller 
Than the Moon 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 1 AP). 
~The planet Pluto appears to be 
Tuch smaller than previously 
believed and has methane ice on 
its surface, according to a report 
by astronomers on observations 
from Kitt Peak National Obser- 
vatory in Arizona. 

They said that Pluto could be 
smaller than Mercury or even 
the earth's moon—which would 
make the outermost planet the 
smallest in the solar system, 
instead of the 3,030-mile-diameter 
Mercury. 

Pluto, which circles the sun at 
aD average distance of 3.6 billion 
mailes, has been estimated as bemg 
between 3.600 miles and 4,200 
miles in diameter. The earth, 
circling 93 million miles from the 
sun, is 7,900 miles in diameter. 

In a report in the journal 
Science, University of Hawaii 
astronomers said methane ice 
would make Pluto seem larger 
than it is by reflecting more light 
than a dark, rocky surface would. 

The astronomers said they 
calculate that Pluto could be 
slightly smailer than the moon, 
which is 2.160 miles in diameter, 
and could even have a diameter 
fg small as 1,750 miles. They 
sald their new measurements were 
made by examining near-infrared 
Ught reflected from Pluto. Light 
reflected from a substance can 
indicate what it is.

The other four—Andres Cor- 
dero, Lolita Lebron, Rafael Mi- 
randa and Irving Flures—con- 
ducted an armed attack on the 
House of Representatives March 1, 
1954.

In a Suit filed in U.S. District 
Court they asked that Cordero 
be released because he is dying 
of cancer and that, for the rest, 
there be an “immediate end to 
all discriminatory and politically 
motivated special treatment.” 

Mrs. Lebron charges that she 
has been subjected to “psrcho- 
logical and physical torture.” 

Cordero, who has had three 
cancer operations, asserts that his 
“terminal illness could have been 
prevented had he received proper 
medical care.” 

All five plaintiffs charge that 
their visiting rights were restrict- 
ed and that their correspondence 
ang reading has been interfered 
with.

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Austere Saudi Capital Goes Cosmopolitan

RIYADH, Nov. I. (N¥YT),—In 
a fragrant barber shop Saudi 
sheikhs have their mustaches 
trimmed by a Palestinian. At 
the Riyadh airpor. a flock of 
Japanese businessmen is shep- 
herded by 2 Sudanese. In the 
hotels the restaurant buffet tables 
are throaged with Americans, 
Britons, Frenchmen ane Italians 
—and the waiters are mostly 
Egyptian. 

This solemn and secretive capi- 
tal, set in the remote heart of 
the Arabian peninsula, is getting 
to be downright cosmopolitan 
thanks to the government's oil 
revenues of $30 billion a year.

Exxon Said to Miss Target 
With No-Broker Bond Issue 


NEW YORE, Nov. 17 (AP-DJ), 
—Exxon Corp. apparently failed 
to achieve two major goals in its 
novel $55-million sale of tax- 
exempt bonds directly to the pub- 
lic, market sources said today. 

The off giant awarded the 
5.8-per-cent bonds at a price of 
99.45 to yleld about 5.84 per cent 
in 30 years, A minimum bid of 
$100,000 was required and 97 sepa~ 
rate proposals totaling $198.3 mil- 
Hon were submitted. 

Nearly 72 per cent of the entire 
$55 million issue, which will be 
used to finance pollution-contro! 
equipment, was snapped up by 
four leading investment banking 
tirms—indicating 2 lack of the 
‘broad investor distribution desired 
by Exxon, the sources maintain. 

Intense interest had built in the 
sale because of an implied threat 
to another profitable source of 


“Wall Street's business. Many se- 


curities firms already are experi- 
encing a pinch on their capital 
because of the Iaupuration of 
negotiated commissions 
and & loss of their lucrative under- 
writing fees—which Exxon saved 
by going directly to the public— 
would cause a further financial 
strain. 


Exxon’s innovative sale, spon- 
sored by its new financial execu- 
tive, Jack Bennett, posed such a 


danger. Securities officials fear 
the direct offering ultimately 
might be adopted to the vast 
amounts of stocks and bonds 
issued by Exxon and other giant 
corporations, 

The relatively hefty $100,000 
minimum purchase in the Exxon 
bonds enabled the brokerage firms 
to purchase blocks of the bonds 
for reofferng in smaller amounts 
to their own clients. 

“Essentially all the bonds wound 
up in the hands of a very few 
Wall Street firms so the retail 
customers got shut out complete- 
ly,” one source asserts. “In effect, 
Exxon had to settle for the nar- 
rowest sort of distribution, which 
now must be schieved in the 
traditional manner by those four 
or so winning bond houses,” he 
adds. 

Nor did the oil company obtain 
a significantly lower interest cost 
by sidestepping the usual under- 
writing process, in the opinion of 
Several leading finance officials, 
“I honestly believe that the... 
interest cost set in this direct 
sale is almost exactly the same 
rate our firm would have charged 
to underwrite the bonds in a 
regular offering,’ declared one 
banker who obviously has a stake 
in maintaining that regular sales 
method.
